he other legislative processes as it 
did in this first round. 
But if the bill is finally passed in the 
shape that it is in now, we suspect that 
it would be a better bill for Hamlin 
than it might first appear to be 
With the current bill still in the first 
stages of the Legislative process, it is 
too early to begin worrying about all 
of the pros and cons but at the same 
time we don’t believe it is time to 
throw up our hands and say that this 
idea couldn’t work If it is the best we 
can come up with, then it is possible 
that we can find a way to make it do 
the job for us.

Motorists Get 
Reminder to 
Stop for Buses 


AUSTIN — A rem inder on the 
S tate law about m o to rists 
stopping for school buses was 
issued today by Colonel Wilson 
E. Speir, director of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety. 
Speir said the law, which 
applies on city streets as well as 
ru ral 
highw ays 
req u ires 
m otorists m oving in eith er 
direction on the sam e roadway 
or street with a school bus to 
stop and remain stopped as long 
as the flashing top red lights on 
the bus are in operation. 
He said the problem 
is 
becoming more serious in cities 
due to increased use of school 
buses in urban school districts 
There are only two exceptions 
to the law on stopping for 
loading or unloading a school 
bus: Those vehicles on another 
roadway of a divided highway 
(divided by median or phisical 
barrier) are not required to 
stop, and stops are not required 
if the bus has stopped in a 


loading zone of a controlled 
access 
highw ay 
w here 
pedestrians are not permitted to 
cross. 
Speir said the problem of 
school bus accidents is of 
concern to law enforcement 
officials 
and 
educators 
throughout Texas. Only a few 
weeks ago, the Travis Counts 
Grand Jury urged the news 
media to publicize the law about 
stopping and not passing a 
school bus which is loading or 
unloading children. 
The grand jury noted that 
serious crim inal charges might 
result if a motorist disregards 
this law.

signs of brown and it will be 
softer than usual, lf these signs 
are not present, it may be 
necessary to wait 18-20 days 
after the freeze and re-check 
the male and female flowers of 
the wheat head.

m ale 
and 
fe m a le 
flowers are rendered sterile by 
the freeze 
(as indicated by 
white heads) then production 
will be curtailed accordingly. 
In late wheat or wheat that 
was grazed down to where there 
is no boot, just split the stein 
down middle and look for little 
brown pimples on the im m ature 
head lf these are present there 
is damage. 
Even the wheat experts are 
unable to tell the exact extent of 
the freeze dam age at this time,
